He thou^fht there wer«> 
six diffen-nt uu»tives which led 
youn;r people t4i pi to College : 
Fii*st, For the enjoyment ; the 
pleasures of collejje life, and an 
easy time com|>ared with a business 
life. Second, l-'or fr«>edom from the 
restraints of honu-. Third. For the 
honor or w//«/. Fourth, To increase 
their chances of securin^j desirable 
emiiloymeut. Fifth, Mecause they 
eaitnot do anythin;>' else. Sixth, 
From a sincere' d<>sire to imjirove 
I heir minds. 

The tirst, second, third and lifth 
motives are not praiseworthy. 'I'lie 
fcuirth cannot be i^norefL The 
" brea<1 and butter" (luestion is a 
ffrave one, and, to the deaf, .some- 
what more difTieult of solution than 
to others. It is a eau.se of conKni- 
t Illation that so many of o»ir colle^:e 
;;raduates have lieeome tea<'h(>rs. 
The collep> e-oui-so is eminently 
adaptetl for such as hope to fill a 
teacher'a p^isition. The colle;re 
courw also adds, undoubtedly, to 
one's resources in almost aMenii)loy- 
ment*t. Ibit the fourth nnitive is at 
best one of .secondary imixirtancc. 
Consi<lerinj.' the sixth point; it is 
not the highest «'nd of the college 
ootii-se to HI! the student's mind 
with knowledge. The greater end 
of inrre study is the discipline of 
the mind the formation of habit.s 
that will enable the mind to work 
«(/ H.s hcsl thnnigh life. The college 
coiirw^ helps wonderfully in this. 
Hut the true object of a oollofce 
eours<' is not merely to dlHcipline 
tlu" min<l. What a man cmi Id is 
of great<'r eonseqin'in'(< than what 
he cfin do. More wonderful than 
any nu>re intellectual jiowerof man 
ia (he moral capacity of his soul I - 
(he ability to chixiae iM'tween right 
and wrong. Fn>m tin* wise ex(>nMse 
«)f (his "power of choice" ccunes I 
that maturing and .settling of char- 
a<'t4>r which is the higlu'st object of 
th<" college course. 

More than ever in our ( 'oll«>ge I 
with the new Technical department j 
in operation, will the "bread and' 
butter " cpiestion Iw pr«*H8«'d. and 
for this ri>ason, added to those 
brought forwani. must w<> try to 
ke<>p alive lu're a lofty and adequat4' 
conception of the true object of a 
college course. This nuiy in a f<'W

The highest .school of 
naval war in time of jM^ce, that 
work which solves its i)i<»bleiiiM, 
and is the best guai'antec of future 
siK^cess, is niaiiieuvriiig vessels in 
company with others in pi-ofession- 
al language, licet or sriuadnm tac- 
tics. 

Proficiency in this art has always
